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In  September,  1937,  we  entered  Arlington  High  School  as  lowly  sopho- 
mores. We  were  about  seven  hundred  in  number,  a few  more  girls  than  boys. 
We  were  just  out  of  Junior  High  and  somewhat  confused  and  bewildered,  be- 
cause entering  high  school  was  a strange  experience,  and  we  were  not  certain  as 
to  how  we  should  act.  After  listening  to  Mr.  Gammon’s  words  of  encourage- 
ment and  advice,  the  tension  was  relieved,  and  we  made  up  our  minds  to  make 
the  most  of  our  high  school  careers. 

Our  interests  were  first  turned  to  football.  ''Cud”  Tobin  and  “Eddie” 
Burns  proved  to  be  potential  stars  and  showed  that  they  would  be  a great  as- 
set to  the  team  in  the  future. 

In  the  winter,  the  Dramatic  Club  presented  "The  Admirable  Crichton,” 
which  was  sensational  and  a great  success.  Since  the  leading  roles  were  usually 
assigned  to  juniors  or  seniors,  we  were  greatly  surprised  and  pleased  to  hear  that 
Jean  Mark,  a sophomore,  was  to  play  the  lead  as  Lady  Mary.  She  gave  a very 
praiseworthy  performance,  and  Peggy  Bond,  another  sophomore,  showed  great 
talent  as  Lady  Catherine. 

Our  sophomore  year  was  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of  Warren  Dunn. 
Prominent  in  athletics  and  in  bis  studies,  he  will  live  long  in  the  memory  of  his 
classmates. 

And  so  ended  our  sophomore  year.  Our  class  had  been  well  represented 
in  all  school  activities,  and  we  had  high  hopes  for  the  future. 

We  returned  the  next  fall  as  juniors,  looked  up  to  by  the  sophomores  and 
tolerated  by  the  seniors.  Lor  the  first  week  or  so,  we  enjoyed  ourselves  by  con- 
fusing and  misleading  the  sophomores,  but  then  we  settled  down  to  make  our 
junior  year  an  outstanding  one. 

“Cud”  Tobin  and  "Eddie”  Burns  lived  up  to  all  expectations  on  a foot- 
ball team  which  was  not  so  successful  as  in  previous  years,  but  beat  Melrose  in 
the  final  game,  which  made  up  for  an  otherwise  poor  season. 

Later  in  the  year,  the  Dramatic  Club  came  through  with  its  usual  brilliant 
performance  in  "Excursion.”  Jean  Mark  again  played  the  leading  role  with 
professional  charm  and  grace.  Our  class  was  further  represented  by  George 
Harvender  and  Helen  Basmajian,  who  gave  notable  performances. 

In  the  winter  and  spring  sports,  Arlington  High  was  very  successful.  The 
hockey  team  was  the  champion  in  its  league,  and  the  baseball  team  won  top 
honors  in  the  Suburban  League.  We  are  especially  proud  of  "Bob”  Sanders 
and  John  Spinner,  who  did  much  towards  the  success  of  these  teams.  The 
basketball  team,  ably  supported  by  juniors  Russ  Isner  and  Charles  Glennon, 
tied  for  top  place  in  the  Suburban  League  but  lost  out  in  the  playoffs. 
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The  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  Club  put  on  The  Mikado,'  which  was  sup 
ported  by  a brilliant  cast  and  which  brought  more  renown  to  our  class.  Don 
aid  Sullivan  as  Koko  will  long  be  remembered  by  us,  and  Paul  Lane’s  portrayal 
of  Pooh-Bah  was  equally  magnificent.  Our  Junior  Prom,  sponsored  by  the 
Student  Council,  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  social  season. 

Jean  Mark  brought  more  fame  to  our  class  by  winning  the  Red  Cross 
Oratorial  Contest  and  represented  Massachusetts  in  the  National  Convention  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  Marjorie  Semonian  also  contributed  by  winning  a first 
and  a fourth  place  in  a National  Music  Composition  Contest. 

Our  class  felt  keenly  the  loss,  by  death,  of  our  classmate,  Leon  Frankel. 

At  last  came  the  long  awaited  day.  On  September  ninth  we  returned  as 
proud  and  lofty  seniors.  We  had  to  face  the  year  without  Mr.  Hormell,  who 
went  to  Medford.  Our  loss  is  Medford's  gain.  We  were  glad,  though,  to 
welcome  Mr.  Fusco  as  Mr.  Hormell’s  successor  We  also  wish  to  welcome  Mr 
Warner  in  the  Science  Department,  Miss  Rooney  in  the  Commercial  Depart- 
ment. Miss  Starrett  in  Household  Arts,  and  Miss  Brown,  who  is  succeeding  Miss 
Pattison,  beloved  English  teacher,  who  died  during  the  summer. 

The  football  team,  captained  by  Eddie  Burns  and  Russ  Isner,  did  remark- 
ably well.  Except  for  a defeat  at  the  hands  of  Melrose,  we  should  be  proud 
of  our  team. 

Early  in  the  fall,  class  elections  were  held,  and  we  chose  the  following: 
President,  Warren  Dale:  Vice-President,  Elizabeth  Marshall:  Secretary,  Jeanne 
Hagan:  Treasurer,  Robert  Sanders. 

During  the  winter  the  Student  Council  ran  several  dances  which  proved 
to  be  very  popular.  Also  it  sponsored  a drive  to  keep  the  lunchroom  tidy,  which 
met  with  great  success.  New  cash  registers  were  installed  in  the  lunchroom,  and 
they  did  away  with  all  the  ticket  lines  and  speeded  up  the  lines  at  the  counters. 

The  Dramatic  Club  presented  "The  House  Beautiful."  which  was  tho- 
roughly enjoyed  by  all  who  attended.  Stephen  Keefe  and  Catherine  laconis 
were  outstanding  in  the  leading  roles. 

President  Warren  Dale  inaugurated  the  system  of  sending  flowers  to  those 
members  of  our  class  who  are  sick.  This  idea  met  with  much  approval  and 
was  a great  success.  The  ski  team  brought  a cup  to  Arlington  by  winning  the 
Ski  Meet  at  Mount  Hood. 

With  the  Senior  Prom,  Class  Day,  and  Graduation  not  far  off.  we  can 
look  back  over  our  years  at  Arlington  High  with  pride.  We  appreciate  all 
that  the  school  and  teachers  have  done  for  us,  and  we  will  not  forget  them.

The  House  Beautiful,  by  Channing  Pollock,  was  one  of  the  outstanding 
artistic  successes  of  A.  H.  S.  Dramatic  Club,  even  comparing  favorably  with 
The  Merchant  of  Venice  and  The  Enemy,  which  have  held  highest  laurels  in 
the  history  of  the  club. 

The  House  Beautiful  presents  a difficult  staging  problem,  which  was 
handled  with  remarkable  success.  T he  vision  scenes,  presented  on  a high  back- 
ground stage,  were  in  some  cases  of  breath-taking  loveliness.  Changes  in  the 
very  large  number  of  scenes  were  handled  by  an  efficient  stage  crew  with  ef- 
fective results,  except  in  lack  of  cooperation  by  certain  immature  members  of 
the  audience.

With  an  enrollment  of  seventy-five  members,  this  year  has  been  the  most 
successful  of  the  years  the  Ski  Club  has  been  in  existence.
